I am as much in favor of 
schools as anyone, but I do feel that 
the taxes should come from other 
sources.” 

‘ Councilman Beclt;. vice chairman of 
the finance committee, pointed to the 
fact that imdustries will be “hard 
hit” by any such tax. 

““Tndustries at this time can ill-af- 


ford to incur additional burdens from 
this source,” he said. “They are now 
cutting at every turn. This will mean 
an increase of more than $300 a 
month to laundries alone. I do not 
believe the people will approve it.” 
Others Point Opposition. 

Other members of council expressed 
themselves as opposing the water rate 
increase saying they believe the - 
ple will “vote it down atthe polls.” 

In addition to the water hike, the 
committee voted to pass to the char- 
ter revision committee for favorable 
consideration a proposal of Alderman 
Ben T. Huiet to levy a 10 per cent 
amusement tax. Under the Huiet 
the tax would be limited to 
amusements and would not include 
recreations in which the public par- 
ticipates, such as swimming, golf, ten- 
nis, etc. Huiet’s proposal would bring 
into the borough coffers amounts es- 
timated at between $500,000 and 
$700,000 a year. 

Atlanta is facing a deficit in the 
school and other departments of 
$1,666,000 for this year, with schools 
running a total deficit of $1,176,000, 
according to estimates of Raymond 
R. Ritchie, assistant school superin- 
tendent, in charge of business affairs. 

The committee Monday frowned on 
a recommendation of Mayor James L,

THE CONVENTION BUREAU. 

Full co-operation should be giv- 
en by not only the business and 
financial interests of Atlanta, but 
by every citizen having the devel- 
opment of the city at heart, to the 
campaign to raise $50,000 for the 
Atlanta Convention and Tourist 
Bureau. 


The record of service performed 
by the bureau in every way entitles 
it to the comparatively small 
amount it now asks that it may 
continpe the activities which have 
brought so many people and so 
much money to the city in the past. 


The bureau was successful” in 
bringing 350 conventions to At- 
lanta during 1930, with a registered 
attendance of almost 50,000. At 
least 25,000 others accompanied 
these delegates to Atlanta and it is 
estimated that the total expendi- 
tures of these delegates and visitors 
amounted to almost two million 
dollars. 

Of more importance than even 
this material addition to the active 
cash in circulation amongst the 
merchants of the city, was the pub- 
licity received as the result of the 
visits of these thousands of prom- 
inent men and women from every 
state in the union. 

Especially at this time is it im- 
portant that the work of the bureau 

be continued because of the rela- 
tively small degree to which Atlanta 
has been affected by the depression 
of the last year and a half.

ments, and commercial figures show 
that conditions in Atlanta are better 
than in any other city of its size in 
the country. 

No beiter advertisement of the 
advantages of Atlanta as an ideal 
place for residence and investment 
could be secured than the word of 
mouth testimony of the many thou- 
sands of delegates which the con- 
vention will bring here during the 
next 12 months if it is provided the 
sinews upon which to operate. 

As never before Atlanta has dem- 
onstrated during the past 18 months

much of the benefit from this rec- 
ord will be lost if it is not brought 
to the attention of the business 
leaders of the country.

CULTIVATING SOUTH AMERICA. 

Reports of the enthusiastic wel- 
come being accorded to the giant 
German plane DO-X, similar in 
warmth and scope to the greetings 
extended to the Italian air fleet and 
to the Prince of Wales and his 
brother, are a warning that if the 
United States is to hold and expand 
its trade with the countries of 
Latin America we must adopt simi- 
larly alert methods to those now 


being used by the~great exporting 
nations of Europe. 

Prior to 1914 the United States 
had but comparatively small foot- 
hold in the foreign trade of South 
America, but with the beginning of 
the World War our export relations 
began a sound and steady growth 
which by 1928 had resulted in 
American-made goods reaching a 
dominant position in many of the 
Spanish-speaking republics. 

Largely as the result of the world- 
wide depression our exports to 
these countries decreased last year 
by approximately a quarter of a bil- 
lion dollars. Much of this great vol- 
ume of business is now in danger 
of being lost to the United States, 
unless steps are taken to counteract 
the efforts of the great exporting 
nations of Europe to arouse the in- 
terest of the masses of the South 
American people. 


Such ambassadors of friendship as 
the Italian and German airmen and 
the debonnaire Prince of Wales are 
certain to have a powerful effect 
upon the regard and the pocket- 
books of the pre-eminently emo- 
tional and temperamental Latin 
Americans, who so markedly differ 
from us in many of their customs 
and in racial background and cul- 
tural heritage. 

When the purchasing power of 
the Latin Americans again reaches 
former proportions, it is apparent 
that the efforts of our manufac- 
turers and exports to reclaim the 
exports lost since 1928 should have 
the backing of an increased interest 
between the peoples of the two con- 
tinents. 

Notwithstanding the difference of 
temperance between them, there are 
marked similarities upon which a 
closer personal relationship could be 
built. Like the people of the United 
States, the Latin Americans were 
pioneers and their forefathers, like 
ours, ‘‘shared the same daring, in- 
domitable spirit of adventure—the 
pioneer’s bold impatience with out- 
worn traditions—the aspiring, in- 


dependent mood that brooked no! po 


unjustly imposed restraints,’”’ as apt- 
ly stated by Dr. Julius Klein, as- 
sistant secretary of commerce of the 
United States, in an address last 
fall. 

Fortunately the government has 
in Dr. Klein a bulwark of strength 
upon which our exporters can rely. 
in their drive against European 
competion in the gréat marts of 
South America. In his address last 
fall, this astute official, whose abil- 
ity, vast’ fund of information and | 
personal popularity has been so 
largely instrumental in the: growth 
of our export trade, took special 
cognizance of the South American 
situation in warning that “it would 
take a prophet to tell whether the 
downward trend will ; 
whether it is a brief or temporary 
recession.” 

Since the time that warning was 
issued the European emissaries of 
good will have stirred the Latin 
Americans to such an extent as to 
emphasize the seriousness of the 
Situation confronting our business 
leaders. : 

Unquestionably the extent of our 
foreign trade with South America 
depends largely upon the building 
up of a greater interest in each 
other of the people of the two con- 
tinents than now exists. 

Tremendous impetus toward bet- 
ter understanding between the peo- 
ples of Europe and America, and 
of the nations of the far east and 
this country, has been accomplished 
during ‘recent years through the 
wide dissemination of information 
resulting from the interchanges of 
visits by groups of journalists and 
educators through the Carnegie En- 
dowment for International Peace, A 
Similar exchange of visits between 
the writers and teachers of North 
and South America would undoubt- 
edly result in strengthening the 


.bonds of understanding and friend- 


ship between the two Americas to 
such an extent that greater intimacy 
and commerce would naturally fol- 
low. | 

From practically every standpoint, 
the United States is in the favored 
position for the trade of South 
America, and no. steps should be 
left untaken to bring about a knowl- 
edge of the supérficiality of the dif- 
ferences between our people and 
those of Latin America, and the 
) close resemblance between their un-

Paris has an average of a dozen 
duels a month. Most of them are 
fought in the Parc des Princes but 
several in private gardens or in sub- 
urban manor grounds. M. Joseph 
Renaud, French author and _ noted 
referee in many “affairs of honor,” 
is- the authority for this statement. 
which may warm the cockles of the 
hearts of Dumas lovers and D’Artag- 
nan admirers. 

With the exception of M. Poincare, 
perhaps, every French statesman of 
prominence has fought his one or 
more duels. Georges 
tops the list, as one of the most for- 
midable swordsmen of the age. He was 
never wounded, and came out victor- 
ious from every passage-at-arms that 
he ever engaged in. His last duel, 
however, dates many years back, 

In contrast with the romantic days 
of D’Artagnan and his fellow mus- 
keteers, who seldom gave up until 
they had a dozen or so foes stretched 
out lifeless on the green, modern duels 
are generally bloodless affairs. More- 
over, they invariably end with a rec- 
onciliation dinner, at which all the 
friends of the two opponents celebrate 
the virtues of friendship in glorious 
Gallic style. 

The most celebrated and feared du- 
elist of modern times is Leon Daudet, 
the Rabelaisian editor and litterateur, 
whose vitriolic editorial attacks on 
persons of prominence who differ with 
him on politics or literature or medi- 
cine, gét him in-trouble as regularly 
as clockwork, A polemist of renown 
and a master of invective, Daudet the 
royalist and chief of the king’s hench- 
men, has never yet shirked an en- 
counter on the field of honor. He is 
a master in both systems, having ac- 
quired extraordinary deftness with the 
rapier in both the French and Italian 
school of duelling.

WHAT SHALL PARENTS SAY OR 
DO WHEN THE CHILD 
ASKS WHY? 

Certainly there is a lot of hooey 
marketed these days in the name of 
psychology, especially along the line 
of child training and mental hygiene. 
Most of the hooey emanates, I think, 
from authorities, experts or “special- 
ists’ whg have never had any kids of 
their owfl but who know nevertheless 
all about the management and up- 
bringing of children. ‘These wise birds 
begin by knowing just all the psychol- 
ogical, wrinkles; give them enough 
rope and an audience of amateur or 
hypothetical parents and first thing 
we know they’re teaching ‘em. all 
about health and the treatment of 

common ailments. 

One of the best bets of these latter 
day psychologists is the rule that you 
must never tell a child he must do 
this or he must not do that unless you 
explain the reason for the command or 
prohibition. This is a good rule so 
far as it applies to idle or thoughtless 
nagging. If the nagging parent has to 
give a reason for every nag, well, the 
nagging won’t go on very long, because 
the honest parent or guardian will feel 
ashamed of himself when he realizes 
he has no good reason for it. 

Recently I said I believe temperate 
smoking by adults neither injures 
health nor opposes longevity, but any 
smoking by children—that is, persons 
who have not yet attained full adult 
development physicially, mentally and 
morally—is ruinous to health and 
shortens life. 

That brought a letter from a much 
too gentle mother. She asked if I 
would please interpret my statement 
about smoking in simple language 
which might appeal to a 14-year-old 
y. Her son had developed the smok- 
ing habit in boarding school, and she 
thought he might listen to me with 
greater respect than he does to an 
“old fogy” mother. 

The young imp would listen if I 
could get one good crack at him, I

Here is a case where only one ex- 
planation will do. The explanation is 
that mother for some reason or other 
would like to have her son keep a 
a that he will not smoke or drink 

efore the age of 25 years. That is all 
the explanation any man can ask. 
Sven if mother wanted the boy to 
wear pink neckties or to take no syrup 
on his pancakes until the age of 30, 
if he has any manhood in him at all

MANHATTAN, Kan., June 8.—(P) 
Secretary Hyde told American farmers 
tonight their plans for production 
must start with consideration of the 
economic demands of the market. 

Addressing the American | Institute 
of Co-operation, the department of 
agriculture secretary said, “Whether 
we shall continue to produce price- 
breaking surpluses ... boils down to 
how we want to live. 


“Today the American farmer,” he 
said in a prepared address, “demands 
an American standard of living. Such 
a standard of living is possible. In- 
deed, we must attain it. But the farm- 
er himself must not defeat it. 


“His production plans must start 
with consideration of the economic 
demands of the market. Adhering to 
that procedure all along the line, we 
can then organize agriculture so that 
the American farmer can reach the 
golden goal of economic equality.” 


Secretary Hyde said the intelligence, 
thrift, industry and efficiency of the 
American farmer “is great enough to 
meet and defeat the world in produc- 
ing any of our great agricultural 
crops. 

“But to do so,” he said, “they will 
have to sell on world markets at world 

rices. That means that southern 
planters shall measure their living 
standards against those of India and 
China; and that wheat growers must 
meet Russian standards of living.”

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A merican Medical A ssociation 
Moves To Inform Public on Food 


BY HOWARD W. B 
PHILADELPHIA. June &.— 
The American Medical Assdéciation 
meeting here in convention today 
| made public. details of its latest 
health move for informing the public 
about the value of the new “scien- 
ag oods, 
is work superimposes upon the 
already established “pure food” prac- 
tices an analysis of the health effects, 
and an attempt to get away from 
any risk that what is one man’s food 
my be another's poison, It seeks to 
direct manufacturers and advertisers 
to give the public information which 
a build up health as well as sell 


The results of the first year of this 
; Campaign were reported at the open- 
ing session of the house of delegates 
by the committee on foods. It offers 
to examine all foods merchandised 
under,a label. If it. accepts them, 
they are permitted to display an ap- 
proval seal. Of the 297 foods sub- 
mitted during the year 65 were ac- 
cepted. 

“All ingredients, chemical composi- 
tion to describe the product chemi- 
cally,” says the report, “preparation 
of raw materials, description of all 
steps of manufacture, and extent of 
sales are among the prerequisites to 
consideration. Biologic and _ bacter- 
iological data are called for. Evi- 
dence to justify any unusual claim 
of a general nature is also required. 

“Foods without specific ‘health’ or 
nutritional elaims are no _ longer 
‘exempted’ but given the full privi- 
leges of ‘accepted foods.’ This action 
Was necessary as ‘accepted foods’ by 
virtue of the ‘seal’ have unjustified 
merchandising values over. equally 
meritorious exempted foods.” 

The committee decided that when 
added salt is used in canned infant 
and invalid foods the amount must 
appear on the label. is is because 
some diets require a reduced or even 
salt free regimen. 

It ruled that sulphur dioxide, a 
preservative, may be used in canned 
infant foods if the amount is not ex- 
cessive and is properly declared on 
the label. 

“The healthfulness of cacao prod- 
j ucts for children.” it stated, “because 
of the treobromine and caffein con- 
tent, has been under discussion, but 
a decision has not been reached. The 
decision will affect special health 
claims for children now being made 
for this class of foods.” 

Describing without identification 
examples of its work the committee 
es: “One of the chief cereals on 
market. will have to be renamed 
capse of its deceptive name. An- 
other accepted national cereal brand 
must be relabeled or rejected. The 
labels of two other well known ce- 
reals are being wholly revised.” 

Morris Fishbein, editor of the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Associ- 
ation, in an address on food said: 
“The best diet of man includes ade- 
quate quantities of all the well known 
food substances. Such a diet will 
provide adequate quantities of the 
vitamins. The use of insulin for dia- 
betes, or liver extract for pernicious 
anemia, or whole liver, heart and kid- 
neys for anemia in general indicates 
the folly of vegetarianism, 

“Every new discovery in medical 
science is promptly exploited beyond 
reason by commercial interests. Yeast 
is merely a food rich in vitamin B 
with some laxative effect. It is not a 
panacea for . pimples or dyspepsia. 
Orange juice is simply a pleasant 
drink rich in vitamin C with a slight- 
ly alkaline effect eventually in the 
body. It is not a cure for acidosis 
of any severity nor will it prevent 
quite certainly either falling hair or 
falling teeth. Bran is a good food 
for horses but may be severely irri-

He will also take 
his shot at the western open, now 
only two weeks away, which is 
another one of the golfing classics, 
replete with tradition and de- 
manding brilliant golf before any- 
one can win. 


Armour will have the same set of 
competitors to face at Inverness that 
he tackled at Carnoustie. But in ad- 
dition he will have such others as Ha- 
gen, Von Elm, Mehlhorn, Diegel, Dud- 
ley, Espinosa and six or eight more 
who missed the trip across. The Unit- 
ed States open brings together the 
strongest field known to golf and on 
this next occasion it will be even 
stronger with the British Ryder cup 
team entered in the 72-hole whirl.

He has been 
noted for his iron play, but few 
recall the fact that he is also one 
of the soundest and surest weod- 
en club players that golf has ever 
known.
